Nationalist Policy. | 


The Nationalist Party will moet in the 
House of Commons to-day for the pur- 
pose. of adjusting its policy to the 
new state of affairs. Mr. Redmond 
and Mr. Dillon admitted on Monday 
that they had lost touch with the 
main body of their followers through- 
out the country. ~To-day’s meeting “will 
consider plans for restoring this necessary 
contact, and, as we must hope, for pro- 
tecting essential Irish interests, many of 
which are also Imperial interests, during 
the period of the war. In his speech on 
Monday Mr. Dillon gave a hint of his own 
conception of the new policy. He said 
that the party had no intention of revis- 
ing its attitude to the war; but that it 
proposed to relax the “restraint’’ which 
it had imposed on itself during the last 
two We are not quite sure how 
this ‘!gestraint ” has been exercised: we 
detected ‘little of it in Mr. Dillon’s 
‘speeches and letters on the rebellion. We 
are slightly puzzled: also by the warning 
that, during the remainder of the war 

period, the Government must

another big mistake. Mr. Dillon’s words 
are ominous of mischief. They suggest a 
policy, if not of retaliation, at any rate of 
studied umhelpfulness; and they suggest 
that, in Mr, Dillon’s opinion, such a. 
policy. would be pooular. If this is a 
true interpretation, we venture to tell Mr. 


respects. It i; not patriotic, and it will not 
be popular. The Nationalist leaders have 
spent most of their time in London during 
recent years, and it seems to us that they: 
are ignorant of the growth of new condi- 
tions and new sentiments in this country. 
In the first place, they neglected the de- 
velopment of sedition, and, now that they 
have discovered it, they are exhibiting an 
extraordi tenderness for the feelings 
of seditious persons, In the next place, 
they have got completely out of touch 
with the opinions and wishes of the great 
body of law-abiding Nationalists. Mr. 
Dillon seems to think that these men— 
the majority of the Irish people—are 
craving for vengeance for the collapse of 
the partition scheme, and that they will 
welcome it in a “fighting” policy. He 
was never so much mistaken ‘in his life. 
They rejoice in the failure of the scheme. 
They are now hoping for a real settlement 
at the end of the war, and they will resent 
strongly any policy which is likely to in- 
terfere with the prospects of such a settle- 
ment. Mr, Dillon is equally mistaken if 
he thinks that these people will resist the 
firm maintenance of law and order in Ire- 
land during the period of the war. It is 
their interest, as much as the British 
Government's, that the peace shall be kept 
in Ireland, that lawlessness shall be dis- 
couraged, and that nothing shall be done 


prosperity which the country now enjoys. 
When Mr. Dillon asks for a disclosure of 
the Government’s plans he pretends to 
forget that the Marquis of Lansdowne, 
with the Prime Minister's approval, has 
disclosed an essential part of them. The 
immediate peace of Ireland is to be safe- 
guarded by military forces, and crime is 
to méet with prompt and sure punish- 
ment. If Mr. Dillon proposes to denounce 
these measures as “coercion,” he will 
merely gratify the disloyal minority at 
the expense of his party’s influence. The 
main body of Irish Nationalism has out- 
grown the histrionic stage. 

If. there is any statesmanship in the 
Nationalist Party, to-day’s meeting will 
not make the fatal mistake of running 
counter to public opinion in all parts of 
the United Kingdom. The Irish people 
wants peace, time for reflection, and op- 
portunities for reconciliation. The Eng- 
lish people will not tolerate a Nationalist 
policy in Ireland which would compel it 
to withdraw its attention. from the 
problems of the war. We suggest a. 
better way to Mr. Redmond, Mr. Devlin, 
and those other members of the party who 
are not shackled by ancient and bad tradi- 
tions. To-day Ireland needs statesmen, 
not agitators, and we believe that, at this 
very moment, the country is a promising 
field for the display of true statesman- 
ship. The Nationalist Party can help or 
it can hinder. It can obstruct necessary 
measures, which will then be enforced in 
its despite, to the grave detriment of a 
real settlement of the whole Irish ques- 
tion. On.the other hand, the party can 
say to the Government: ' We acknowledge 
the break-down of the partition scheme, 
and hold you to your promise that the 
question shall be brought up for final 
settlement at the end of the war. We re- 
cognise the necessity of measures for the 
firm and just administration of Ireland 
during the period of the war, and are 
ready to commend them to the Irish 
people. We are willing to co-operate with 
the Unionists of Ulster and the South 
in any system of temporary government 
which you may seek to construct on the 
foundation of these measures. We shall 
do our best to keep Ireland quiet and to 
help you to win the war. We shall do 
all this in the hope that even a very brief 
period of co-operation with our Unionist 
fellow-countrymen will simplify vastly the 
task of the Imperial Conference. The 
experiment is to be made without prejudice 
ty the present claims or intentions 
of either side.” The Government could 
not refuse such an offer. The southern 
Unionists would not refuse it. Sir Edward 
Carson's speech in the House of Commons 
on Monday allows us to hope that he 
would not refuse it. In this way the 
peace of Ireland might be secured for the 
duration. of the war, and representative 
Irishmen of all parties ‘might be brought 
together in the temporary administration 
of Irish affairs. Mr. Redmond has a 
i great opportunity to-day, and we hope 
that he will seize it. 


The Dover Patrol. 


We print elsewhere a despatch from 
Vice Admiral Sir Reginald Bacon reporting 
the recent operations of the Dover Patrol. 
It was commanded in the early months 
of the war by Rear-Admiral Horace Hood, 
who went down with the Invincible in the 
battle of Jutland Admiral Bacon's de 
spatch deals with an aspect of the naval 
war which rarely, if , engages public 
attention, but is, nevertheless, of the first 
importance, Only the pen of Mr. Rudyard 
Kipling could deal adequately with 
the multifarious activities of the Dover 
Patrol, and we may hope that the Ad- 
miralty will some day give him generous 
facilities to describe them. The Patrol 
consists of a miscellany of vessels—light 
cruisers, monitors, destroyers, armed 
-yachts, steam drifters, fishing boats, and 
an infinite variety of smaller fry. It 
does all kinds of things in every kind of 
weather, On occasion it worries the Ger- 
man positions on the coast of Belgium’ 
by bombardment from the sea or from 
the air, and sometimes from both together. 
‘It has rare opportunities, such as that of 
last Sunday, of engaging the enemy s sur- 
face fighting flotillas, and it never fails

as arduous and action as gallant as any of | 


those opérations of the Grand Fleet which 
catch the public eye. They have not 
been unattended by loss. Four per cent. 
of our patrol vessels, “with seventy-seven 
officers and men, have been lost in purely 
p4trol service, apart from offensive action 
against the Belgian coast. This sacrifice, 
however, has won a complete immunity 
for all sea transport to the Army in 
France and an almost complete immunity 
for merchantmen. Twenty-one thousand 
merchant ships have passed through the 
Patrol. in the past six months, and of 
these only twenty-one, or less than one 
per cent., have been lost or seriously 
damaged by the enemy. A Washington 
message to-day gives the statistics of 
American trade during the past fiscal year. 
They show a huge increase in British 
trade with the United States, and a drop 
in the value of American exports to Ger- 
many from 352 million dollars to 12 
million dollars. There could be no niore 
illuminating foot-note to Admiral Bacon's 
modest record of the work of the Dover

Traffics and Discoveries. 


The Germans are not by nature an in- 
ventive race. They have been persistent 
pilferers of other people’s inventions, 
which they have improved on their own 
account and to their own advantage. 
Their present situation, however, is 
justifying in more ways than one 
the truth of the adage that necessity 
is the mother of invention. We have 
heard much already of their efforts to 
escape the consequences of the British 
blockade by devising substitutes for food- 
stuffs amd necessary commodities of all 
kinds. Another side of this endeavour 
is now revealed in the Censor's museum 
in London, where all the exhibits repre- 


‘sent attempts that have been made to 


frustrate the watchfulness of the British 
Navy. The war has produced among the 
Germans in the United States a new in- 
dustry, which consists in making things 
seem what they are not. They have re- 
duced the traffic to such a fine art that, 
according to The Timés’s account of the 
Censor’s exhibition, “they can make a 
pound of lard appear like a copy of the 
Springfield Republican, or a packet of pure 
rubber look like a bunch of narcissus 
bulbs.” A first sight of the exhibition 
would convey the impression that the 
Germans are more voracious readers of 
the American Press than their scanty 
respect for the United States would sug- 
gest, It contains innumerable bundles of 
newspapers; but a desire on the part of 
the German public to know what the 
American Press thinks of it is not re- 
sponsible for their despatch from the 
United States. These neatly rolled 
bundles conceal long sausage-shaped bags 
of calico, containing anything from sliced 
ham to tobacco. Washington has been 
frequent in complaint about our inter- 
ference with the American mails. The 
Censor's collection supplies some justifica- 
tion of our action. It includes numerous 
letters all containing sheets of pure 
rubber. It includes, also, with other 
things, a parcel of fifteen pounds of bacon 
which the sender despatched by letter- 
post at the cost of fifteen shillings—a 
shilling a pound. All these intercepted 
articles, it should be understood, are not 
confiscated; they are merely detained. 
Some day after the end of the war a 
hungry family in Berlin will have de- 
livered to it those fifteen pounds of baco 

which left New York in 1914. i

PREMIER'S VISIT TO THE 
KING. 


“here will be a meeting of the Nationalist 
Party at the House of Commons at one o'clock 
to-day. 

It is understood, says the Press Association, 
that the object of the meeting is to consider 
the future action of the party in view of the 
breakdown of the negetiations for a provisional 
settlement of the Home Rule problem. There 
was some disposition yesterday among English 
members of Parliament, who have supported in 
principle the proposed Irish agreement, to re- 
gard the negotiations as still open, even after 
Monday evening’s debate, or at least as capable 
of being re-opened,.should some means be sug- 
gested of lessening the differences between the 
parties on the two main points at issue. It 
can be stated, however, on authority that the 
opposite view _— in Nationalist circles. 
Opinion there only hardened against any 
further negotiations to which the Government 
is a party. The proposed setilement is con- 
sidered dead. The prevailing expectation in the 
party is that a more critical attitude will be 
adopted towards Ea and that the leading 
Nationalists will henceforth throw upon the 
Cabinet the entire responsibility for the govern- 
ment of Ireland. Any further proposals for 
an anegiment of the Home Rule Act must 
originate from the Government, and will be 
subjected to independent scrutiny by the 
Nationalists. 


MR. DILLON AND THE GOVERN- 


MENT PLANS. 


Mr. Dillon, M.P., has given notice of the fol- 
lowing motion for an early day :— 

“That, in view of the announcement by the 
Government that they do not intend to produce 
their long-promised bill to settle the govern- 
ment of Ireland, it is vitally necessary and 
urgent that the Government should immediately 
disclose to the House their plans for the future 
Government of Ireland during the continuance 
of the war.” 


MR. ASQUITH VISITS THE KING, 


The Premier's visit to the King at Buckin 
ham Palace yesterday followed immediately 
after an hour's conference at 10 Downing street 
between Mr. Asquith, Mr. Balfour, Mr. Lloyd 
George, Mr. Bonar Law, and Mr. Austen Cham- 
berlain.
